Arsonist Confesses Starting Disastrous 


Forest Fire,- Is Committed to Patton 


Jack C. Barger. 29, of 3830 Golden Terrace, Culver Cily, who 
admitted having set the fire which started at Oakglen last Thursday 
afternoon and burned over 2100 acres of brush and limber between 
Oakglen and Pine Bench before it was extinguished Sunday, has 
been committed to Patton State hospital. He was ordered confined 
there after doctors testified that their examination disclosed he is 
insane. 


In addition to setting the fire,^ 
which officers say he adm itted, 
Barger is suspected of starting 
five other brush fires, burglariz­ 
ing the Day Canyon ran g er sta­ 
tion north of Etiw anda and later 
holding up the forest w orkers at 
the station and, finally, of striking 
and seriously injuring an attend­ 
ant in the phychopathic w ard at 
the San Bernardino county hos­ 
pital. 


ADMITS INCENDIARISM 


H arvey French, enforcem ent of­ 
ficer of the San B ernardino N a­ 
tional forest, who arrested Barger 
at the point of a gun near the Day 
Canyon ranger station last Friday 
n i g h t , filed 
an 
affidavit 
of 
insanity against the m an. French 
said B arger adm itted setting the 
Oakglen fire. 
He told 
French 
“people w ere chasing m e” and 
that he “set the fire to drive them 
aw ay.” 
A fter starting the fire, French 
said, B arger rem ained on the 
scene for nearly an hour and 
w atched the equipm ent arrive. 
Thursday night he spent in an 
orange grove near San B ernar­ 
dino and Friday w ent to Day 
Canyon. 


BREAKS INTO STATION 


French said Barger broke into 
the Day C anyon ranger station 
while forest crew s were out fight­ 
ing fire. B efore he got aw ay the 
crews returned, surprising him 
and he fled into the forest. Short­ 
ly before dark he returned to the 
station, held his hand in his poc­ 
ket, sim ulating the presence of a 


i gun, and forced fire fighters to 
load groceries into a sheet. Again 
he fled into th e forest. 
Officer French, who had been 
summoned from San B ernardino 
in the m eantim e, met B arger on 
the road enroute to Day Canyon. 
The latter dropped the food and 
jum ped into the brush. L ater he 
appeared at the station again and 
was arrested by French a t the 
point of a gun. 


FBI INVESTIGATES 


The F. B. I. is conducting a sep­ 
arate i n v e s t i g a t i o n , Officer 
French said, to determ ine w heth­ 
er there was any enem y-backed 
sabotage involved. 
A fter being placed in th e psy­ 
chopathic w ard at the hospital, 
B arger struck an attendant w ith 
a piece of hospital equipm ent, 
causing a brain concussion and 
m aking it necessary to tak e five 
stitches.

The fire started in a debris 
dum p on the Charles Ficke ranch 
on the Oakglen road a t 
2:30 
Thursday afternoon and swept 
over 2100 acres, starting in the 
Oakglen district and extending 
eastw ard to Pine Bench. Seven­ 
teen hundred of the acres burned 
over are in the San B ernardino 
N ational forest. L ittle tim ber was

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The Women Join Up! 
SINCE the Women’s Auxiliary Army Corps has 
been authorized by Congress to strike the word 
“auxiliary” from its title, and has been constituted 
as a regular branch of the United States Army, it 
is reported that enlistments have picked up tre­ 
mendously. And it is announced that the Women’s 
Army, which now has an enrollment of only a little 
more than 65,000,’may be expanded to 600,000 
members by fall, when it will attain full military 
status. 
Commentators in the women’s magazine will 
doubtless make great point of the fact that the 
women, having attained “equal rights” in the army, 
are now showing a new disposition to join up and 
do their part to relieve men who are needed at the 
front. But more important to the country as a 
whole is the fact that the sudden spurt in feminine 
enlistments may avert the drafting of tens of 
thousands of fathers, who otherwise would have 
been called up for service this fall. 
Heretofore, the women have contended, they 
were considered by the public as a sort of glorified 
kitchen police—a status which they vigorously pro­ 
tested. Now they are to have the same rights—and 
except for fighting—the same duties as men wear­ 
ing the same uniform. While we hope that the day 
never comes when American women will be called 
upon to fight in the lines, as Russian Aomen are 
doing, we are glad that the term WAACs has been 
shortened to WACs—and that the ladies, .having 
won their point, are joining up in rapidly increas­ 
ing numbers. 
We can’t imagine what effect this will have on 
the American Legion conventions of the future, 
when the ladies turn out in full regalia to swap 
yarns and share honors with the men, but perhaps 
it will give new zest to such reunions. At any rate, I 
thousands of men with families will be permitted j 
to stay home and take care of their own because 
the Women’s Army was permitted to attain full 
stature.

g e ts .“Never before in the country’s history has there 
been such a migration of juveniles,” George Jar- 
rett, secretary of the San Francisco coordinating 
council, told the Assembly committee. And this 
host of ’teen age migrants, many of them without 
parental supervision for the first time in their 
lives, has contributed heavily to the rise in juvenile 
delinquency. 
Where we were concerned with gin marriages 
and hip flask cowboys during the outbreak of flam­ 
ing youth in World War 1, Don Marshall, liquor en­ 
forcement officer for the Board of Equalization, 
said one of the major problems among youngsters 
today is the “bottle drinker.” Because under-age 
boys are shooed out of bars and can t drink legally, 
they resort to having an older boy buy a bottle 
and proceed to kill it at one sitting. Petty thievery, 
attacks on their girl companions and other crimes 
are often a result. 
Working mothers, who neglect their children, 
are another contributing factor to the present 
jump in delinquency, it was testified, and almost 
all of the juvenile authorities agreed that parental 
discipline is at low ebb. The lure of port cities for 
young girls; the break down of moral standards, 
due to the excitement of abnormal conditions— 
these are other causative factors, not so different 
from those of 1918. Admitting we have had the 
same problem before doesn’t solve it, but it may, 
at least, help us in a rational approach to it. 


"Diamond Dick" Goes West 
AT a time when new American aces are being 
born almost daily, and when news dispatches tell 
a continuous story of their expert markmanship 
and their daring exploits, the death of that fabu­ 
lous character, “Diamond Dick,” might escape at­ 
tention. except for the fact that some of us are 
incurably romantic. 
Dr. Richard Tanner, 74, better known to Amer­ 
ica as “Diamond Dick,” whose amazing feats of 
marksmanship electrified countless audiences at 
Wild West shows before the turn of the century, 
died quietly, with his boots off, at Norfolk, Neb­ 
raska, last week. There was nothing colorful about 
his death; it was very mundane, indeed. But to 
oldsters, who adventured with him vicariously in 
the years gone by, his passing marked the end of 
an era. 
When he was in his early twenties, “Diamond 
Dick” saddled a horse at Lincoln, Neb., and rode 
it to New York and back—5,500 miles, the longest 
horseback ride on record. Then he toured the Wild 
West circuit—and his “wing shots” became the 
talk of the Nation. “Diamond Dick” had everything 
that tired business men wanted—and that farm 
lads aspired to. And he became the great American 
legend. 
“Diamond Dick” is gone—and how the pulp pa­ 
per magazines will miss him. But if he was consci­ 
ous to the last, he probably died smiling, knowing 
that even as he passed into eternity other “Dia­ 
mond Dicks” were blazing a trail of hot lead over 
Europe and the islands of the Pacific. Actually, 
“Diamond Dick” will always be with us, as long as 
we are a young Nation, with all that it takes to 
defend our borders. We imagine “Diamond Dick” 
knew that, as he cashed in his checks, and that he 
was happy in the knowledge.

Flaming Youth Again 
History repeats itself with respect to juvenile 
roblems, as in other things, it appears! Those who 
an turn back the pages of memory to the days of 
/orld War 1 will recall that during the hectic post­ 
ar period which followed we were concerned with 
íe antics of flappers and flippers and what we 
ramatically called “flaming youth.” 
Well, “flaming youth” is flaming again, accord- 
ig to testimony gathered by the Assembly Interim 
ommittee on Juvenile Delinquency, and Califor- 
ia’s problem is particularly acute because tens 
f thousands of ’teen age boys and girls, recruited 


Government authority. It has no 
counterpart in the United States. 
It is as old as the Government it­ 
self, having been provided for in 
a resolution adopted by the House 
during the First Congress, in 1789. 
It has served ever since as the 
visible symbol of the authority of 
the Sergeant-at-Arms, who is 
charged with the duty of preserv­ 
ing order on the floor of the 
House. 
These preliminary comments 
are taken from a very interesting 
little booklet, giving the history 
of the mace, and details of its use, 
written by Kenneth Romney, the 
present Sergeant - at - Arms. I 
would be glad to send a copy of 
the booklet to anyone interested. 
The House of Commons has a 
mace. I have seen it and I pre­ 
sume the idea of having one for 
the House of Representatives of 
the new “United States” came 
from the minds of men familiar 
with that mace. That one lies, in 
a horizontal position, in holders 
on the desk of the clerks of the 
House. 
Ours stands in a pedestal of 
green marble, to the left of the 
Speaker, as we face him. There 
are two pedestals; when the Con­ 
gress is in session, it stands in the 
higher pedestal, when we are in 
the “Committee of the Whole 
House” it stands in the lower 
pedestal. This is important, for a 
Member or a visitor in the gallery 
can tell instantly, by looking at 
the mace, just what the situation 
is, and indirectly can tell about 
the quorum, for 218 is the quorum 
fbr Congress, but only 100 for the 
Committee, ii 
The first mace was destroyed 
when the British burned the Cap­ 
itol in 1814. A mace of painted 
wood was used until 1841, when 
the mace we now use, a beautiful 
example of silversmith’s work, 
was made by William Adams of 
New York, reproducing the orig­ 
inal mace. It is 46 inches high, 
and is a bundle of 13 ebony rods 
(for the 13 States) bound with a 
band of silver. A 4% inch globe 
on top is surmounted by a beau­ 
tifully carved silver eagle with 
outspread wings. 
It is seldom used these days to 
restore order, but its informal his­ 
tory records many times when it 


the Speaker would tell the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms to "raise the mace” 
and the very significance of hav­ 
ing it lifted from its pedestal and 
carried solemnly to the place of 
controversy has invariably been 
enough to avert further trouble.

Heavy Penally on 
Employers For 
Wage Increases 
The National War L a b o r 
Board’s recent order placing new 
restrictions on individual wage 
increases puts a heavy respon­ 
sibility on employers and string­ 
ently 
limits 
voluntary wage 
raises, Paul S h o u p, industry 
member of the Tenth Regional 
Board, declared today. 
Regardless of his p e r s o n a l 
wishes every employer m u s t 
comply with the law and the 
wage stabilization directives of 
the Board. Violations are not only 
a criminal offense, but if any 
wage is illegally paid the total 
wage so paid will be disallowed 
as a business expense by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Department in 
connection with company’s in­ 
come tax. 
“Many employees seem to be­ 
lieve an employer can raise wages 
whenever he wants to,” Mr.

If life in the army turns up more thrills for Pvt 1st Class Victor 
Manuel Vasquez than it did when he was a civilian, then he's due 
for some exciting adventures. 


Pvt. Vasquez, a native Puerto 
Riacn, was slugged over the head 
by a thug the first day he a r­ 
rived in America and robbed of 
all his money. More recently, as 
a soldier-father, he attem pted to 
unravel legal and international 
tangles to get financial assistance 
to his family. And he hasn’t yet 
seen his baby daughter because 
a G erm an topedo cast him adrift 
in the A tlantic ocean. A few 
weeks after being rescued he e n ­ 
listed in the Army A ir Forces to 
settle this last score.

Now he’s serving w ith the 21st 
Ferrying Group, Ferrying D ivi­ 
sion, A ir Transport Command, at 
Palm Springs.

B irth certificates and other le­ 
gal papers which the arm y m ust 
require before allotm ents can be 
paid, had to be dug out in Sabana 
Grande. 


U-BOAT VICTIM 


Pvt. Vasquez and his wife w ere 
m arried a few years ago in New 
York City and when child-birth 
was impending,, he sent her to 
Puerto Rico to be w ith his p ar­ 
ents. 
He was aboard ship w hen it 
was sunk, enroute to join her for 
the baby’s birth. Ironically, the 
baby was born on the day after 
he was torpedoed, as he was being 
tossed about on the A tlantic in a 
small boat w ith 28 men, women 
and children aboard. They w ere 
shelled by two subs and before 
they w ere rescued by an A m eri­ 
can destroyer three days later, 
three occupants of the boat died 
from wounds, Vasquez said. 
They w ere returned to the U ni­ 
ted States and shortly afterw ard 
Vasquez enlisted in the arm y to 
try and settle his grudge against 
the Axis personally.

State Attempts to Prove Bag ley Shot 


While on Ground and Gun Placed in Hand 


After He Had Been Killed by Bill Keys 


Twenty-six blood stains on a pair of trousers found in the home 
of William F. Keys shortly after Worth Bagley, former Los Angeles 
policeman, was slain near Twer.tynine Palms on May 11, featured 
yesterday's session of the trial of Keys on a charge of murder. 
Ray H. Pinker, chemist for the< 
Los Angeles police department, 
was the only witness called yes­ 
terday. He said the trousers were 
found hanging over a chair in 
Keys’ living room. 
HUMAN BLOOD 
Pinker testified that he had ex­ 
amined the blood stains and found 
they were human blood. The 26 
stains were on both legs of the 
work trousers. 
Pinker's testimony was another 
link in the state's effort to prove 
that Keys shot Bagley while the 
latter was on the ground. 
Earlier in the week Deputy 
Sheriff William Russell of the bu­ 
reau of identification at San Ber­ 
nardino testified that it was his 
opinion that the gun found in 
Baglye’s hand had been placed 
there after he was killed and 
that Bagley was shot while lying 
on the ground. 
DOCTOR TESTIFIES 
Dr. W. K. Templeton, on the 
stand beiore Pinker, testified on 
the autopsy performed on Bag­ 
ley. Under questioning he said 
that the shock of the bullets 
which hit him would have caused 
him to drop, the gun. 
Dr. Frank R. Webb, chief au­ 
topsy surgeon for Los Angeles 
county, testified to the same ef­ 
fect and added that sand and 
gravel were found in the wounds, 
apparently carried there by the 
velocity of a high-powered bullet. 
BUILD UP CASE 
Keys contended that the fatal 
shooting was in self defense and 
the result of a long feud between 
the two men over right to use a 
road over Bagley’s property. 
State's witnesses in the second 
week of the trial were all ques­ 
tioned along the same line, in anj 
effort to prove that the gun was 
placed in Bagley’s hand after he 
was killed and that he was shot 
while on the ground as claimed 
by Russell Tuesday. 
SHOT IN BACK 
Russell testified that Deputy 
Sheriff Heap of San Bernardino 
county, who was present when 
Keys related the story of the 
shooting to him, addressing Keys, 
said, “‘You shot the man in the 
back.” To this Russell said. Keys 
replied that the rifle was an auto­ 
matic and shot fast. Keys claims 
that he shot three times at Bagley 
after the latter had first fired at 
him.

Russell testified Keys told him

that after the shooting he went 
to his well, pumped w ater for his 
cattle for about two hours after 
which he went home, changed his 
clothes, ate something and then 
drove to Twentynine Palms to 
give himself up to the authorities. 
The witness said when Keys 
told him he did not go near the 
body after the shooting, he asked 
him why, to which Keys replied 
he was afraid Bagley might still 
be alive. 
Deputy Sheriff W. W. W alrath 
of Riverside county testified that 
he had gone to the Keys’ home 
and secured the clothing and 
shoes worn by Keys the day of 
the shooting and that no blood 
had been found on them. 
TELLS OF SURRENDER 
The first witness called was 
David M. Poste, T w e n t y n i n e 
Palms justice of the peace, to 
whom Keys surrendered on May 
11 with the calm announcement 
that he had killed his neighbor in 
a gun duel over a fence. He said 
there was a mark on the Keys’ 
car which he believed to have 
been made by a bullet. He testi­ 
fied that he found Bagley's body 
with a revolver clutched in his 
hand, the hammer at full cock. 
Other witnesses were Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Heap and Perry H. 
Green of San Bernardino county. 
Green produced a warning sign 
Bagley is reported to have placed 
qn the road leading to his prop­ 
erty. It read: “Keys, this is my 
last warning. Stay off my proper­ 
ty.”Constable O. J. Cones of Twen­ 
tynine Palms and Dr. G. John 
Leonard, also of the desert com­ 
munity, were other witnesses. 
They, with Judge Poste, went to 
the scene of the tragedy after 
Keys confessed to Poste and 
found a wound in the right arm 
above the elbow and a wound 
above the left hip. 
TELLS OF CONVERSATION 
Cones testified that he had had 
a conversation with Keys two 
months before the shooting. 
• Keys wanted to know w hat to 
|| do to get rid of W orth Bagley, 
(saving that Bagley was barricad- 
! ing the road which he had to use 
to get to a part of his property, 
: and that he put glass on the 
road,” Cones recalled. 
¡ "I advised Keys to get a re­ 
straining order from the court. 
He said that would be of no use 
|i As he was leaving he said, “Well, 
I'll have to shoot him.”
